A Political Luminary. 

It appears that the member for Co- 
mox had a double purpose in visiting 
hia constituency last week,-inspecting 
the Deep Bay property out of which he 
diddled an honest settler, and con- 
vening a public meeting to get an in- 
dorsement of the action of tho Gov- 
ernment in tho matter of tho Terms of 
Union rupture and appeal. The result 
of the inspection of tho pieco 'of pro 
perty acquired by such disreputable 
means is not known; but it is to be 
presumed that if tho Provincial Secre- 
tary has any conscience, which seems 
somewhat problematical his reflections 
could not have been of the most happy 
kind. Of the political result some- 
thing is known, and that something is 
not of a character to give the doctor 
very high rank as a statesman. His 
account of the difficulty with Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and of that gentleman's atti- 
tude on the Pacific Railway would seem 
to have been given with iittlo regard 
to facts. It is just about such a state- 
ment as a fourth-rate politician of the 
most unscrupulous sort might be sup- 
posed to put forward for electioneering 
purposes. Mr. Mackenzie is repre- 
sented as "showing some considera- 
tion for tho railway agreement, and 
talking about justice and generosity to 
British Columbia" before the general 
election in February, "but that since' 
finding himself at the head of a large 
majority he had adopted a different 
tone, and allowed it to be distinctly 
understood that tho policy of tho pre- 
sent Government of tho Dominion is 
to put off for an infinite period the 
work of railway construction in this 
Province." Now, it so happens that 
the facts are as nearly as possiblo the 
exact opposite of what the doctor re- 
presented them. Before and during 
the general election the utterances of 
Mr. Mackenzie and of his ministerial 
colleagues aneiit tho railway obliga- 
tions were, indeed, of a character but 
too well calculated to excito alarm in 
the British Columbia mind. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie then talked ominously about 
"magnificent water-stretches" and Mr. 
Scott about magnificent stretches of 
time. It was really "since finding 
himself at the head of large majori- 
ty" in the new Parliament 
that Mr. Mackenzie's "tone 
improved and that he began to- "talk 
about justice and generosity to British 
Columbia." No honest man who will 
read up on the subject can deny that 
the railway policy as it stands now is 
more favorable than ministerial ut- 
terances before and during the late 
general election had led tho country 
to expect. Why, even the organ of 
the local Government itself admitted 
that "ON THE WHOLE WE THINK 
THE SCHEME OF THE PRESENT 
GOVERNMENT A VERY MUCH 
BETTER ONE THAN THAT OF 
THE MACDONALD ADMINISTRA- 
TION." As respects tho time for com- 
mencing railway "'construction, Mr. 
Mackenzie has on every occasion held 
the same language, viz. : that "construc- 
tion would commence in British Col- 
umbia as soon as tho surveys shall ad- 
mit of it, and not before, — a proposi- 
tion the correctness of which our local 
contemporary has also endorsed; so 
that all this talk about an indefinite 
period for commencement is the mer- 
est political clap-trap. The Macdon- 
ald Administration undertook to com- 
mence construction within two years 
after union; but they failed to do so, 
and added insult to injury by contend- 
ing that exploratory surveys mean con- 
struction. The present Administration, 
more honest and straight-forward ; 
plainly declare that they cannot 
and will not pretend to begin 
the work of railway construction till 
tho surveys shall have been sufliciently 
advanced to enable tho line to bo 
definitely and intelligently determined 
and located; and so long as thosurvoys 
are ( pushed forward 'with becoming 
vigor there would not appear to ho 
much ground for tho cry of "ind efinite 
postponement." There was, indeed, 
a commencement of const ruction in Bri- 
tish Columbia which could and would 
havo been made beforo now, had not 
the local Government patriotically in- 
tervened, having justly become alarm- 
ed for tho safety of their portfolios. 
The explanation of the d pilomatic rup- 
ture and its consequences was either 
very dishonestly given or it has been 
very imperfectly reported. Surely it 
could not hut havo occurred to those 
of tho Comox electors who were privi- 
leged to hear tho doctor's address that 
it, wan rather too much to expect peo- 
plo to boliovo that tho local Ministry 



are honesty and patriotism personified, 
while tho Dominion Ministry are the 
quintessence of roguery and double- 
dealing. "-At anyrate such ideas would 
come with a better ; graco from othor 
lips. But it was when discanfing on 
tariffs and constitutions that tho doc- 
tor became interesting; we arc sorry 
that we cannot say edifying, for great- 
er ignorance of the subject than 
his remarks betray it would, indeed, 
bo difficult to conceive But perhaps 
tho most notable feature of tho wholo 
affair consists in the fact that, whereas 
on all former occasions, both at the 
hustings and in the House, he was a 
loud-mouthed advocate of the modified 
tariff doctrine, now he coolly turns 
round and pronounces it unconstitu- 
tional and impossible! He was ob- 
viously nonplused and began to floun- 
der when questioned by some of his 
hearers about the iiscal regulations of 
the United Kingdom; but tho good-na- 
tured electors evidently were disposed 
to let their unfortunate member down 
softly. 'Altogether-it seems quite clear 
that, as a statesman, tho member for 
Coinox has proved a failure. As a 
land-jumper, he is an undoubted suc- 
cess.

LETTER FROM THE HON. MALCOLM 
CAMERON, M. P. 

Sir, I encloso an extrnct from tho Os- 
hnwa Reformer on tho subject of Recipro- 
city. This testimony of actual, practical 
and talented mechanics and manufacturer!) 
is worth all tho bosh that political excur- 
sionists to tho Dominion board of Trade 
[sent forth on a trip for health, bocauso 
tho proper men having business of their 
own would not go, but cheerfully agreed 
to pay for others who could not afford 
salt water at their own expense] would 
over send forth in a lifetime. If 1 hud not 
just travelled in tho cars, and read some 
Tory papers by tho way, I could not havo 
believed that intelligent Canadians could 
over havo been led to think that free trade 
to 35 or •!() millions of people could by any 
possibility bo an injury — that wo who 
havo iron [that even now is taken to Penn- 
sylvania and New York foundries J , cop- 
tier, silver, lead, plumbago, plaster, wood 
and bark of every kind, that will last for 
ages, with labour cheaper and more pecu- 
liarly adapted for line manufactures, and 
water power of infinite extent, would bo 
afraid to compete on even terms with the 
States where tho labour "is high, the 
stylo of living more extravagant, and life 
shorter. What does Brown's Reciprocity 
mean ? It moans So on a cow, on a 

horse, .32 on a hog, 25 cents on a turkey, 
12 cents on a chicken and $2 a ton on hay, 
15 cents on barley and 25 cents on wheat. 
It means tho opening of tho largest and 
best ship-building business Canada over 
saw, and tho resurrection of old Quebec, 
ft means building schooners and barges 
at every port on Lake Erie and Lake On- 
tario, and good wages for ships and sail- 
ors, the highest price for everything the 
farmer soils, and tho lowest price for all* 
the goods ho buys. But what is tho mat- 
ter? Why it means tho stoppage of the 
trade in woollens by drapers, and mer- 
chants tJiat import lo smuggle and that is a 
trade of millions, and accounts for the 
squirm ! 

It means a stop to tho rings formed and 
forming to protect, by a direct tax on the 
farmer, tho manufacturer of cotton; and 
it would soon be rings of growers of 
oranges, lemons, spices. Why should 
wo depend on foreigners for these ? Only 
protect them enough and you will have 
patriotic growers of these immediately? 
And why not? These mako money and 
spend it freely, build largo factories and 
lino mansions, and subscribe to churches, 
subsidizo tho local press, or own it, and 
make their fortunes by the prejudice 
they can create in tho public mind. And 
why not? Just because Canada has a 
broad system of education, ami the far- 
mers know that their interest is not to 
build up and foster greenhouso commerce 
and manufactures, but fairly sustain such 
as are natural and healthy, as nulling, 
wood-work, iron, and straw in every 
shape, and buy cotton, fino muslin, velvet, 
feathers, lemons, spices, and cocoa nuts, 
where they grow and ore natural pro- 
ducts. 

My only fear is, that tho same local 
and political conspiracies as wo have, ex- 
ist now in Maine and Michigan, and may 
prevent us from getting tho best and 
greatest commercial blessing that heaven 
can send us.

They crossed tho rivers in thick column- 
form and wore so abundant that a boat 
passing through their lino caught 'bush- 
els of them.' Thirty years havo passed 
since tho last onslaught of theso multitu- 
dinous rice eaters."

Shocking Accident to Mu. John Heal, 
of Lake. — On Monday afternoon, Mr. 
John Heal, of Luko District, started from 
bis farm to drive n pair of horses at- 
tached to a wagon loaded with oordwood 
to town, ho sitting on thn wood. Some 
littlo distance boyond las farm, in des- 
cending a stoop hill, the load slipped for- 
ward on tho horses, carrying him with it. 
Tho horses broke into a run and are sup- 
posed to have dragged him 50 yards, as 
the wood was found scattered along tho 
road for that distance. When picked up 
ho was quito insensible, and remained so 
for throe hours afterwards, and is semi- 
conscious now. l>r. Davie was sent for 
and found that Mr. Heal's skull is frac- 
tured on the right side. His loft leg be- 
low the knee is crashed ; it is supposed 
that tho wheel passed over it, and his 
body is much bruised. Dr. Davie says 
that, considering to tho gravity of tho in- 
juries, tho patient was in a wonderfully 
good state last evening; but it is impos- 
sible to express any opinion as to tho 
probable result. Mr. Heal is a very old 
aud much respected resident and has a 
large family dependent upon him. 

Beecheh-Tilton. — The wires have been 
freighted for many days with this scan- 
dal, and tho public mind has become sick 
and tired of tho whole dirty business. 
The Plymouth Church Committee exoner- 
ate Beecher; but as the committeo are 
personal friends of Beecher such a result 
was not unexpected. We observe no ef- 
fort to explain how or why Beecher wroto 
thoso damaging letters in which ho wish- 
fid himself dead and said that ho was liv- 
ing on tho sharp edge of "remorse, fear 
and despair." asked Tilton's forgiveness 
as ho would his God*s, and remarked 
that Tilton would have been a better man 
than he (Beecher) under tho same cir- 
cumstances, etc., etc. Perhaps all these 
are susceptible of an explanation com- 
patible with the great preacher's inno- 
cence. Wo hopo that they are. Tho 
trial which Tilton has forced on will 
throw moro light upon the mystery than 
fcho late investigation. For tho result of 
that trial wo think tho Christian world 
will wait bofrre pronouncing judgment. 
In the meantime lot tho lightning eoaso 
to flash the scandal into this Province. 
Tho public are sick of it. 

A PROTEGE OF THE PltlNCE OF WALES. — 

A Napaneo (Can.) correspondent of the 
La Crosse (Wis.) Republican says: "This 
morning, in a walk, I noticed tho quick, 
wiry, springing stop of an Indian, who 
was leading his pony as lie passed. He 
waB of tho old Mohawk tribe, who hold a 
"reservation at Mill Point, near this place. 
When tho Priuco of Walos visited this 
town ho wished to see somo wild Indians 
of his realm. Young Orouliyuteka was 
presented to him. The Priuco was pleas- 
ed, took tlx? young subject for his pro- 
tege, placed him at Oxford for several 
years and settled upon him an annuity for 
bis maintenance. Albert's philanthropic 
experiment triumphed. His ward re- 
turned, married a chief's daughter, enter- 
ed upon a career as merchant, became 
bankrupt, buying creditors and partners 
$8000 behind and built -the most ;ahowy 
residence in Napanee. Ho was civilised. 
His card stands here: "Dr. Oronhyateka, 
M.D., Physician. Surgeon and 4.CCOU- 
chour, Dundas street, Napanee, Ontario." 

The LEntous Chinaman is in custody 
upon a charge of stealing chickens. It 
appears that this wretched being has a 
strange weakness for chicken-flesh. Ho 
robs roosts and devours tho fowls raw. 
On Sunday last ho was caught in tho very 
of making off with a setting hen, was 
followed, showed light, was knocked 
down by tho enraged farmer, and brought 
to gaol. Ho was too ill, yesterday, to 
como before the Magistrate for examina- 
tion. 

Tuibeut Cheek, — A Victorian, who 
lately returned from Thibort Creek, where 
bo has a claim, speaks in high terms of 
Cassiar as a gold producing centre. Ho 
has also great faith in Thibort Creek. His 
company, composed of M. Duval of Mount 
Tolmie Cross lloads, Henry Thibert and 
himself, niado 51,500 in 13 days. Mr. 
O. still holds nn interest in tho claim 
(which will pay for a long time) having 
been summoned to Victoria by illness in 
bis family. 

Smugulino is pursued resolutely on tho 
Bolgian frontier, but Woystin Woytard 
was caught at it a short time ago. He at- 
tempted to run the line by driving at full 
speed, but tho Custom House soldier 
brought down the horse with his riflo.

Jobber. 

There is n, gentleman in England 
who has acquired as unenviable a repu- 
tation among his countrymen as any 
who have been engaged in a similar 
deportment of enterprise in the United 
States. Wo refer to Albert Grant, of 
Kidderminster, tho gentleman who, it 
will be remembered, was ousted from 
his seat in Parliament not long ago, 
just because the eloction Court .could 
not comprehend what in tho world he 
wanted of tho immenso lot of carpets 
that he bought of the Kidderminster 
dealers during the oleetion canvass. 
Tlioy wore ungenerous enough to 
come to tho conclusion that Mr. Grants 
wholesalo investment in that lino of 
goods at that particular tiino was tan- 
tamount to an act of bribery. But tho 
chief distinction that attaches to Mr. 
Grant's nanio consists in that he is 
pur excellence the great English stock- 
jobber of the day. He is facile prin- 
cops. Wo find in tho London corres- 
pondence of tho New York "Bulletin" 
an interesting list of tho "enterprises" 
which Mr. Grant has "promoted" 
within the past fow years. It is there 
stated that ten years ago Mr. Grant 
was a man without means. We are 
informed that this in an error— that 
ho was in well-to-do-circumstances be- 
foro he became n, stock-jobber. But 
however that may be, it is pretty cer- 
tain that ho is not a man without means 
now. 

Somo eighteen months ago a list of 
company organizations was published 
in all of which Mr. Grant was tho 
chief or the sole promoter. Tho first 
dates ore in 1864, the latest in 1872— 
the number, 37, At tho beginning of 
May last somebody was curious en- 
ough to ascertain tho then condition 
of theso 37 companies. Here is tho 
tabulated result of his investigation:

A Gritty Teller- 

[From tbo Worcester Spy.] 
Somo years ago, when tho defalcations 
of bank officers were not so frequently 
made public as at present, a young gen- 
tleman was invited temporaily to till the 
place of an absoonding teller of a promi- 
uont bank, wdio had negleotod to square 
up his accounts beforo leaving. Ono day 
not long after a cheek for a largo amount 
signed by the President of tho bank was 
presented at tho counter by ono of his 
clerks. Tho President had no such 
amount on deposit, and tho clerk was po- 
litely informed of the fact by tho teller, 
and "that, of course, the chock could not 
be paid, "but it must bo," said tho 
clerk, "it is for the President of the 
bank." "I cannot help that," said tho 
pro tempore officer, "there are no funds to 
meet it." "I'll see if you don't pay it." 
"Sir, I shall pay no check unless tho 
funds are hero to meet it," said tho teller 
firmly. "Then I will cash it myself," 
said the President, proceeding as if to do 
so from tho pilos of monfiy beforo him. 
"Sir," said tho toller, "lam hold rospon 
siblo for that money, and if you touch a 
dollar of it you do it at your peril. But 
when my accounts for tho day aro made 
up and accepted, you may take the whole 
for all T care." Tho Presidont used very 
strong language and retreated to tho Di- 
rectors' room, and told how that impu- 
dent follow had refused to honor his 
check. A brief talk with his associates 
showed him that tho teller was right. 
One of tho directors who had funds loan- 
ed his ohock to cover tho emergency, as 
the President's note for ton times tho 
amount would havo boon promptly dis- 
counted if ho had asked it; and tho teller, 
supposing his time was up, carefully pro- 
pared his accounts beforo tho tiuio for 
closing, and presented them to tho Presi- 
dent, saying ho supposed lie was to loavo 
after what had passed. "No, sir," said 
tho President, "you aro not going. You 
were right and I was wrong." 

If all bank cashiers aud tollers could 
havo tho firmness and grit to refuso all 
over drafts of their directors and other 
powerful customers, wo should hear of 
but very few defalcations of those officers; 
aud if directors always conformed strict- 
ly to their own rules, and wore moder- 
ately careful in looking after tho books 
of their officers, tliero would be butjlittlo 
inducement and leas opportunity for such 
defalcations to continue for any series of 
years.

Sinco this stnateniont was prepared 
there has been a still further deprecia- 
tion of tho shares. "Wo have here §1111, 
000,000 put in by British investors for 
the purchaso and operation of pro- 
perty which is now worth in tho mar- 
ket a tritlo over $'20, 000,1)00, making 
a total present loss of $93,000,000, or 
over 8'2 per cent. As to the locus in 
ipio of those enterprises, wo find that 
15 art homo companies and 4 Ameri- 
can. Tho 15 home companies invol- 
ved $51,379,580. Four of them are 
wound up, 8 are unsalable (not quot- 
ed), and 3 aro quoted at a greater or 
less depreciation. Tho total present 
loss on tho entire 15 companies is $40,- 
8-l ( ,),580, or avor U0 per cent, of tho 
amount invested. Henco it will bo 
observed that moro than ono half of 
the above loss of §1)3,000,000 occurs in 
English homo enterprises. The 4 
American enterprises involved $9,552,- 
500, on which tho total present loss is

fore that tho los.9 and depreciation in 
English shares is 10 per cent, greater 
than in American, and tho amount in- 
volved about as five to ono.

Grant to float tho gigantic swindle, the 
English public sustained aheavior loss 
through this investment than from all 
tho othor American enterprises put to- 
gether. 

And how much did Albert Grant dig 
for himself out of this mountain of 
fraud and rascality? The amount is 
variously estimated at from twenty to 
twenty -five millions of dollars! It can- 
not very well bo ascertained what wore 
tho actual figures at which the proper- 
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ty came into Mr. Grant's bands, but of 
three American properties placed at 
eight millions, it is said that one mil- 
lion in cash would have purchased the 
wholo of them. It is no wonder that 
Englishmen aro beginning to regard 
tho capitalization of enterprises in the 
irresponsible modes hoithorto prac- 
ticed as about "played out," and that 
scarcely any ono is now found to be

willing to Hiistain tho old method of 
company organization. Flaming pros- 
pectuses sent through tho mails now 
find their way very speedily into the 
waste-basket. People have been vic- 
timized so often and so outrageously 
that they don't know whom to trust , 
and so they havo como to tho determi- 
nation not trust anybody. The "Bul- 
letin's" correspondent romarks that no 
one of Mr. Grant's enterprises "could 
have been iloated without tho direct, 
aid and sanction of titled Englishmen, 
and those of high repute in finance ami 
commerce, who permitted the use of 
their names for valuable oonsieerationa, 
at the cost of tho public." We believe 
there has been some of this sort, of 
complaint among our own poople.who 
havo been be<;uilod into "psoinising" 
investments, but wo do not think it 
has been anything like as general as 
that which now expresses itself in pret- 
ty plain language among our English 
cousins. The temper of tho British 
public indicates that Albert Grant and 
men of his stamp will havo soon to 
transplant themselves into some other 
field of energy,

Eastern States- 

New York, Aug. 22.— Tho "Times" 
refuses to publish Moulton's statement 
because it throws no new light on 
Becchor's case. Tho "Tribune" care- 
fully analyzes it to show that instead of 
substantiating tho accusation it weak- 
ous tho prosecution, and confirms 
Beecher's defense. Tho "World" in 
a scathing article, reviews Moulton's 
and Tilton's statements to show them 
devoid of honorable instincts, and 
prove them unworthy of belief when 
thoy oilor their aspersions against 
Boucher, unsupported by evidence 
showing criminality. On the contrary 
tho " World" says.this statement shows 
and Moulton proves tho offense to bo 
what Beecher admitted, and if it was 
not, even Moulton has destroyed his 
own credibility by talking and acting, 
until last month, constantly with Bee- 
cher's avowals, and inconsistently with 
any theory of Beecher's guilt. The 
"Sun" says Moulton adds nothing of 
importance to the record, and produ- 
ces nothing equivalent to a confession 
of criminality of Beecher, and his ex- 
planation of the blackmailing feature 
is unsatisfactory. His statement will 
change nobody's opinion upon tho 
main question. The best public sen- 
timent here sympathizes with these 
views, and few reputable persons are 
willing to allow Beecher's 30 years of 
honorable public life and reputation 
to be clouded upon the apology for 
testimony produced. Ono of tho 
members of the Committee of Inquiry 
told a reporter that he was utterly 
amazed at tho weakness of tho state- 
ment. There was absolutely nothing 
in it, not a particle of evidence agaiest 
Beecher. Another telegraphed that 
Moulton's statement is utterly harm- 
less. Other members of tho Commit- 
teo expressed themselves well pleased 
with tho statement, as they said it 
contained no letters of Mr. Beecher 
heretofore unpublished which had the 
appearance of supporting the theory 
of Beecher guilt. Shearman said that 
he felt honored, and was happy to bo 
associated with Beecher as an object 
of attack by Moulton. 

Mississippi, Aug. 22.— Tho three 
negroes — Dick Cooper, Anthony G rant, 
and Silas Johnson, who, on Sunday 
morning last, forced an entrance into 
the dwelling of Mrs. Burnelly, and 
violated her person, were taken from 
jail this evening and hamjod by tho 
cifi/ens.

— The Brook- 
lyn "Eagle" publishes the evidence of 
Tilton's adopted daughter Bessie, given 
beforo tho investigating committee. 
She speaks in the highest and most af- 
fectionate terms of Mrs. Tilton as a 
devoted christian wife and mother, 
scouts the idea of her being guilty of 
the charges brought against her, She 
declares Tilton used to lock his wife in 
a room with him, then scold aud curse. 
.Mrs. Tilton would cry, and witness 
heard her say several times; "Why, 
Theodore, I do the best 1 eanjyou know 
1 make every dollar go just as far as 1 
possibly can."

Eastern Stales. 

New YoitK, Aug. 14. — Tho Herald gives 
the following synopsis of the forthcoming 
report of tho Plymouth Church Inves- 
tigation Committeo. Tho report is a 
lengthy document given in two parts. 
Que is a nearer report of the evidence be- 
foro giving the conclusions of tho Com- 
mitteo. Of course those are all in favor 
of Beecher. The statement of Tilton is 
first taken up and gone over piecemeal 
aud examined. Tho allegation is set 
plainly forth without verbiage, tho prin- 
cipal prominence being given of course 
to tho alleged criminal commerce between 
Beecher aud Tilton's wife. This is com- 
pared with tho statements mado on tho 
oross-examinution and tergiversation 
thero used. It is there shown that the 
statement of what is known as tho "anklo 
scene" is not supported by tho ovidenco 
of the person who claims to have been a 
witness to it, iiiisraueh as he could not 
swear to his stand place at any particular 
time during a portion of 2 years. Tho 
report then goes on to review Tilton's al- 
legation of personal chastity and claims 
of high moral character compared with 
the evidence of persons as to his alleged 
corrupt practices and criminal conduct 
so ably shown by tho evidence of tho girl 
known as Besso Turner, whoso evidence 
is given to show that Tilton claims him- 
self to bo what ho is not. Therefrom is 
deduced a ohargo of perjury, showing 
that Tilton says under oath in one in- 
stanco what he flatly contradicts in an- 
other. The Committeo giviug its con- 
clusions to this particular branch of the 
subject rule that in law his entire testimo- 
ny, as he is shown to have committed 
perjury, is worthless. The report then 
reviews tho testimony of the other im- 
portant witnesses, amongst them Mrs. 
Stanton. Coming at length to tho cross- 
examination of Mrs. Tilton, giving her 
Recusations of brutality against her hus- 
band and his intidility, and still further 
showing a distinct contradiction of Til- 
ton's accusations. Mrs. Tilton's evidence 
is also introduced to give her denial of 
having bad criminal relations with her 
pastor, and explanations of several of the 
most prominent portions of her letters. 
From this the lieport proceeds to the 
short statement of Prank Moulton as giv- 
en to tho Committee, and dismissed it 
briefly as having made no charges what- 
ever against anybody. Finally, Beecher's 
statement itself is taken up and contrast- 
ed with several of a more serious charac- 
ter. Tilton's charges showing that cir- 
cumstances, in themselves apparently 
damaging, were in reality capable of an 
explanation, giving in detail more promi- 
nent portions of the controversy. Tho 
Report -sums up the whole matter pro and 
eon, showing on one head a man standing 
before all tho world with a groat reputa- 
tion for spotless purity and a chrisli m 
Character and morals, and on the other 
hand a man of bad and criminal character 
— the latter making accousations against 
tho former — one with nothing to prove 
his story ox cent poisonal allegations pro- 
ven in part to bo perjury and supposed by 
somo letters which way mean a dozen 
things but the meaning given to them. 
Ilia story is denied by all having connec- 
tion with the matter but ono. Tho cir- 
cumstances os well as burden of tho proof 
aro all on ono side, and tho Committee 
find that Ilonry Ward Beecher is not 
guilty of tho charges preferred against 
him. 

Washington, Aug. 24. — Tho following 
postal changes havo been ordered for tho 
Pacific Coast during the past week: Offices 
to be established at Four Lakes, Stevens 
County, W. T. 

LaMOASTBB, Aug. 23. — Two hundred 
mon of the. State militia arrived thia 
morning. All is quiet, the blacks and 
whites having ceased hostilities aud dis- 
banded at tho house of Mr. Hellers, where 
the fighting occurred on account ofthr 
shooting of a white man. Tho blacks, 
who wero entrenched in it, escaped with 
one exception. Two white men wero kill- 
ed, and tho U. S. troops interfered in 
timo to save tho blacks from further in- 
jury. The blacks are demoralized. Two 
or throe whites who were wounded in tho 
fight are recovering. A later account 
states that four blacks were killed and 
two burned to death in Sellers' house. 
Thirty-one blacks have boon captured and 
placed under orrest, many of them being 
ringleaders in tlio riots. It is believed 
that no further troublo will bo experienc- 
ed.
